Redevelopment moving ahead after upturn in local economy

Fortunes have turned in a posi- 
tive direction for the City of Manhat- 
tan and its plans to completely rede- 
velop the city's downtown region. 

With the announcement of the 
National Bio and Agro-Defense Fa- 
cility's relocation to Manhattan, the 
planned expansion of Manhattan Re- 
gional Airport and the dropped law- 
suit by the Manhattan Citizens for 



Sustainable Downtown Redevelop- 
ment against Dial Realty, all parts of 
the project are now moving ahead as 
planned. 

The retailers already under con- 
struction are expected to open during 
the summer and early fall, said Assis- 
tant City Manager Jason Hilgers. 

The city was having trouble hTl- 
ing other open retail buildings for 
several months, but after several pos- 
itive economic signs, Hilgers said he 
expects the realty firm in charge of 



the redevelopment, Dial Realty, to at- 
tract restaurants and other retailers 
to those open buildings within the 
next month. 

"With the lawsuit resolved now, 
it opens the door and it's just one less 
hurdle those retailers have to really 
get over in terms of entering the mar- 
ket there," he said. 

ECONOMY LOOKING UP 

Another hurdle - the slump- 
ing economy - also might have been 



lowered recently. According to the 
Manhattan Area Chamber of Com- 
merce, retail sales in the Manhattan 
region have remained relatively lev- 
el despite the poor economy nation- 
wide. 

"We have a diverse economy, and 
we have an influx of people from Fort 
Riley," said John Pagen, vice presi- 
dent of economic development at the 
Chamber of Commerce. "We have an

Students should be cautious of stimulus scams

The Kansas Attorney General's office is- 
sued a warning about economic stimulus 
scams that try to convince consumers they 
have qualified for money through Barack 
Obama's economic stimulus package. 

The scam, which has been reported as 
pop-up ads on Web sites like Google and 
Facebook.com and also through e-mails, 
advertises that viewers could qualify for grants 
of up to $25,000, according to a press release 
from the Attorney General's office. 



After clicking on the ad, they are 
sent to scam Web sites, including www. 
presidentobamagrants.com and www. 
jessicasmoneyblog.com. 

Consumers are then told through the sites 
that the information for receiving the stimulus 
funds can be accessed by paying a small fee 
with a credit card. 

The consumers are then enrolled in a tri- 
al membership and later billed for hundreds or 
thousands of dollars if they do not cancel their 
membership within a certain amount of time. 
Usually, they do not even realize they have 
been enrolled in the membership program un- 



til charges appear on credit card statements. 

In the e-mail messages, consumers are 
asked to provide their bank account informa- 
tion so the grant money can be deposited into 
their accounts. 

The scammer will then take money from 
the account or use the information to commit 
identity theft. 

Two easy ways to avoid being scammed 
are to never open unidentified e-mails or click 
on links promising free money. To report a 
scam to the Federal Trade Commission, call 
877-382-4357. For more information, visit the 
FTC's Web site at www.ftc.gov.

FLA. STUDENT SUSPENDED 
FROM BUS FOR FARTING 

LAKELAND, Fla. - An 
eighth-grader was suspended 
from riding the school bus for 
three days after being accused 
of passing gas.

NEW YORK - Wall Street 
swindler Bernard Madoff is 
a lucky charm for one New 
York construction worker. 

Queens resident Ralph 
Amendolaro says he saw 
Madoff's prison number in a 
newspaper and had a good 
feeling so he played the last 
three digits of it in the state 
lottery's Numbers game. 

It hit March 15, paying 
$1,500. 

Lottery officials said other 
people had the same idea. The 
number combination 0-5-4 
produced 501 winning tickets 
the Sunday after Madoff s 
guilty plea, up from 120 win- 
ners the previous day. 

Madoff's prison registration 
number is 61727-054. 

A lottery spokeswoman said 
people often play numbers they 
see on the news.

Yi's Oriental Market has stood since 
1986 in a residential neighborhood near 
the intersection of 11th and Colorado 
streets. 

While this store might seem small 
from the outside, it carries a great variety 
of products within its walls. 

Unlike most alternative grocery 
stores in Manhattan, Yi's Oriental Mar- 
ket focuses on selling one specific type of 
food. 

"Mostly we carry Asian food. We have 
food from Korea, Japan, China, Vietnam, 
Thai food," said Eun Ju Yi, wife of the Yi's 
Oriental Market owner. "Most of our cus- 
tomers are international students." 

In addition to the international stu- 
dents attending K-State, Yi's attracts lo- 
cal shoppers who wish to purchase au- 
thentic Asian foods. 

The store offers a wide selection of 
noodles, sauces and oils, as well as fresh 
produce and proteins. The store has many 
different types of instant noodles that are 



priced below $1. 

"I think that it's not only good for 
the international students, but also for 
the local residents to have a store to buy 
authentic Asian foods," said Teresa Wil- 
liams, sophomore in criminology. 

Williams said she is an avid fan of 
Chinese food and likes shopping at Yi's 
to pick up foods not available in other 
stores in town so she can cook them at 
home. 

The market's freezer section contains 
different types of frozen goods, including 
precooked dumplings and a variety of 
frozen protein. 

In addition to the grocery items on 
the shelves, Yi's has a wide variety of 
Asian candy in the front of the store. 
Almost all of its products are imported 
from various companies throughout Asia. 
While the product labels might not be en- 
tirely in English, most of the foods have 
their brand names in English and are eas- 
ily recognizable. 

Yi's also carries a small selection of 
non-food items, including Korean Blan- 
kets, cooking supplies and rice cookers.

"Just getting a venue lined out and approval and 
getting the contact and getting that all in motion - just 
the basic event planning stuff for a major show like 
this - is pretty time consuming," Hopper said. 

At UPC events, surveys are given out to ask stu- 
dents what comedian, musician or performer they 
would most like to see, said Courtney Hauser, music 
co-chair for UPC. 

"Ben Folds has been a name that has been consis- 
tently appearing on those surveys, so that prompted us

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Government should legalize, tax marijuana just like alcohol

With the growing despair of this recession, 
California put forth an initiative to legalize and 
tax recreational marijuana in late February. While 
this initiative will surely not pass, it demonstrates 
that legalizing marijuana is not far-fetched and 
could prove to be a very lucrative move for the 
state's income. The national legalization of mari- 
juana for medical and recreational use is past due. 

By Friday, the War on Drugs will have cost 
taxpayers more than $11 billion, according to 
drugsense.org. In an economy where every penny 
counts, I suggest we divert the money being allo- 
cated to arresting citizens for possession of small 
amounts of marijuana to increasing teachers' sal- 
aries. Not only do we pay enormous amounts of 
money to support the multi-decade War on Drugs, 
but we also pay to house those who are detained 



because of minor marijuana-related charges. 

Since the prohibition of marijuana has prov- 
en to be extremely ineffective, the government 
should take the opportunity to capitalize on 
America's fascination with marijuana rather than 
spend more taxpayer dollars fighting the losing 
battle. A study called "The Budgetary Implica- 
tions of Marijuana Prohibition" was conducted 
by more than 530 distinguished economists. Their 
results prompted them to sign an open letter to 
President Bush stating they believed marijuana 
should be "legal, but taxed and regulated like oth- 
er goods." 

A June 2005 report by Dr.ajeffrey Miron, a 
visiting professor of economics at Harvard Uni- 
versity, showed that replacing marijuana prohibi- 
tion with a system of taxation and regulation sim- 
ilar to that used for alcohol would produce com- 
bined savings and tax revenues of between $10 
billion and $14 billion per year, effectively paying 
off what has been spent on the War on Drugs and 
even producing a profit. 

Prescription drug abuse has risen drastical- 
ly, and ending the prohibition of marijuana offers 
citizens a much safer alternative to putting such 
dangerous controlled substances in their bod- 
ies. In December 2008, UPI.com reported that 
more than 7 million people in the U.S. are abus- 
ing prescription drugs. The Kansas City Star ex- 
amined Kansas-specific statistics and found that 



shipments of hydrocodone, the active ingredi- 
ent in Vicodin, have increased 300 percent since 
2000, and Oxycodone increased 260 percent in 
the state. 

Often the statements against the legalization 
of marijuana claim it is a dangerous gateway drug 
that affects short term memory, inhibitions and 
the ability to operate a motor vehicle. The main 
difference between alcohol and marijuana is so- 
cial acceptance. Of course, if marijuana were le- 
galized, I believe the same rules should apply to 
smokers that apply to people who drink alcohol. 
This particular exception should not be confused 
with the necessity to keep hardcore narcotics, 
opiates and other such drugs illegal. 

Those with addictive personalities will find 
a way to use and abuse any drug they prefer. For 
the responsible marijuana users of society, there 
should be a legal way to smoke the plant of their 
choice. It is far less toxic than tobacco and leads 
to far less dangerous actions than alcohol. To top 
it off, this move could boost the economy with 
more than $10 billion dollars a year in tax reve- 
nue. America needs to think financially and stop 
being so uptight about a green plant.

New York Attorney General Andrew 
Cuomo recently subpoenaed insurance gi- 
ant AIG for a list of names of every sin- 
gle person in the financial division slated to 
receive a bonus, for the purposes of some 
kind of "review." And an internal memo 
has recently been circulating the AIG offic- 
es, warning all its employees to be cautious 
of suspicious loiterers, to always travel in 
groups and to not make obvious their place 
of employment. 



In other words, it seems the people of 
America have returned to claim their re- 
public, and in a big way. 

I don't really wish to be an advocate 
for outright violence, but it seems like the 
leadership of this fiscally and philosoph- 
ically bankrupt firm ought to have a lit- 
tle trepidation about flossin' the corporate 
logo. Why would they want to, anyway? 
It's embarrassing enough to wear a Roy- 
als hat in the middle of downtown Kan- 
sas City, and they're just benign losers. AIG 
executives, on the other hand, have plant- 
ed themselves directly in the center of a 
worldwide economic crisis with their greed 
and stupidity, and now their CEO hopes to 
pacify the growling mob by urging his em- 
ployees to return half of their bonuses? It 
seems at first surprising, not that they still 
have their jobs, but rather that our stores 
haven't yet run out of pitchforks. 

But, of course, it suddenly becomes a 
more complicated matter once the apolo- 
gists arrive. It becomes a matter of "blood- 



thirsty populism," "bad risk management," 
"socialistic redistribution" and a million 
other disingenuous catchphrases from peo- 
ple who are trying to justify the disaster or 
shirk responsibility for it but don't know 
anything about macroeconomics. 

For better or worse, the Treasury itself 
has suggested it is unwilling to ever allow 
AIG to fail, and that it will forever contin- 
ue to bail it out, numbers be damned. And 
our venerable media outlets, apparent- 
ly bored with parroting the "too big to fail" 
rhetoric but having far too much fun to just 
shut up, have just taken to babbling one- 
liners from the French Revolution and fan- 
ning the flames. It's all so hopelessly con- 
fusing, and the aggregate effect of all of 
the noise is a kind of intractable agnosti- 
cism. Who of those suffocating in the data 
and the chatter can say who really deserves 
what? 

Haven't we had enough of these ob- 
scuring tactics? The facts are pretty clear: 
The situation has nothing to do with reten- 



tion of top talent, because many of the peo- 
ple slated to get these bonuses have already 
left, gliding gently back to earth with the 
softest of golden parachutes. The bonuses 
themselves are a red herring, a distraction, 
a pittance compared to the total bill, and 
our indignation ultimately does us no good. 

The anger is certainly understandable. 
These people have spent the last quarter- 
century peering down from the heights of 
the Manhattan cityscape, and now, not 
only do they need our help, they're perfect- 
ly content biting our hands as we give it to 
them. 

But as we have learned about capi- 
talism, these are ransoms we occasionally 
have to pay. If we love our system so much, 
what we ought to be doing is making sure 
we never have to pay this much again.

Baseball team sneaks in victory over Northwestern

The K-State baseball team contin- 
ued its winning ways Tuesday night as 
they defeated the Northwestern Wild- 
cats 4-3 in dramatic fashion. 

Senior shortstop Drew Biery con- 
tinued his superb campaign by hitting a 
walk-off solo home run in the bottom of 
the ninth to cap a gritty Wildcat come- 
back. 

It was a tough evening for both teams 
at the plate as the drafty Manhattan wind 
seemed to have many of the hitters off 
balance for most of the night; the teams 
totaled only two extra base hits on the 
night, both home runs by K-State. 

Junior starter Ryan Daniel went 4 
2/3 innings giving up three unearned 
runs on five hits while striking out five. 
Two Wildcat errors and two singles 
helped Northwestern put a three spot on 



the board in the top of the fifth. 

The Cats responded with one in the 
home half of the fifth to cut the North- 
western lead to 3-1. Freshman reliever 
Evan Marshall came on in relief of Dan- 
iel and did a nice job limiting Northwest- 
ern to only one hit and no runs through 
3 1/3 innings of work. 

K-State began its push in the bot- 
tom of the eighth with one out as des- 
ignated hitter Adam Muenster walked 
and emerging sophomore star Carter Ju- 
rica blasted a home run over the left field 
trees to tie the game at 3-3. It was Juri- 
ca's fourth home run on the year. 

Sophomore reliever Thomas Rooke 
then relieved Marshall in the top of the 
ninth and rolled through the North- 
western hitters, retiring two by strikeout 
and one by pickoff after a single. Rooke 
picked up the win for his work in the 
ninth to bring his record to 3-0 on the 
season. 



Biery then led off the ninth by tak- 
ing a 0-1 pitch deep to right field and 
over the wall for his fifth home run of 
the year to give the Cats a 4-3 walk-off 
victory. He was greeted at home plate by 
a joyous mob of purple and white. 

Jurica led the Wildcats at the plate 
once again going 3-for-4 with 2 RBIs 
and his 1 1th stolen base of the season. 

Jurica and Biery have paced the 
Wildcats at the plate for the last five 
games and now both carry batting aver- 
ages over .400. 

The win pushed the Wildcats to 
19-5 on the season and helped the Cats 
avoid their first three-game skid of the 
season. Northwestern moved to 4-15 on 
the season and have lost six straight. 

K-State and Northwestern will con- 
clude the two-game series tonight at 
Tointon Family Stadium. First pitch is 
scheduled for 6:30. and live stats will be 
available at www.kstatesports.com 




Dept. hopes ticket package will increase attendance, revenue

The K-State athletics depart- 
ment, in cooperation with Stu- 
dent Governing Association, has 
recently come to an agreement to 
sell student tickets only as a pack- 
aged deal - football and basket- 
ball tickets together. This combo 
has been offered for several years, 
but the new policy will exclude 
buying season tickets separately. 

The objective, as stated by se- 
nior associate athletics director 
Kurt McGufhn, is twofold: to raise 
revenue and to encourage atten- 
dance at men's basketball games. 
The difference to football fans will 
be $30. However, the difference 
to students who only want to buy 
basketball tickets will be $280. 

Student Body President Lyd- 
ia Peele, senior in secondary educ- 
tion, said, "Students came to us in 



the fall concerned that Athletics 
was going to move student season 
tickets. Our students see their sec- 
tion as a tradition worth keeping. 
Across the field, these tickets are 
going for thousands of dollars." 

On Sept. 11, 2008, Student 
Senate voted unanimously to cre- 
ate a committee to review stu- 
dent contributions to athletics. 
The committee looked at privilege 
fees, which all students pay, and 
student ticket prices. 

The committee came up with 
two options - increase privilege 
fees or move student tickets - but 
neither of these was acceptable to 
the Senate. 

"This is definitely a big 
change, but there was a lot of dis- 
cussion," said Senate Chair Amy 
Schultz, senior in biology and pre- 
medicine. "The idea to move the 
seats seemed logical, but we're the 
only school in the Big 12 [Con- 



ference] that offers mid-field and 
mid-court tickets to students, and 
we felt they were worth fighting to 
keep." 

Privilege fee funding has 
been widely debated over the past 
school year and often presented to 
students as pennies per program. 
Some have said they see Peele's 
opposition to various privilege fee 
increases as grandstanding at the 
end of her term. 

"We formed this committee 
six months ago, so this obvious- 
ly wasn't planned as a big finale 
to my presidency. I haven't stirred 
the pot anymore than I've needed 
to," Peele said. "We're looking at 
programs with more scrutiny than 
ever, but we've also never been 
looking at a 4-percent budget cut 
with a possible 10-percent down 
the road." 

Schultz also said she defend- 
ed the opposition. 



"Lydia has a unique perspec- 
tive," she said. "While most stu- 
dents are seeing these raises and 
cuts in 14-cent or $1 increments, 
she's seeing the $10,000 or quar- 
ter of a million [dollars] they add 
up to." 

"The athletics department 
has not capitalized on a total of 
about $5 million of potential rev- 
enue in just the two midfield sec- 
tions for football and then the bas- 
ketball tickets," McGufhn said. 

Giving up student seats would 
be the easiest way to raise revenue 
for a department that has been 
losing money, but both the ath- 
letics department and SGA chose 
not to take this route. 

While there is not a way for 
students to buy tickets separate- 
ly, McGuffin said the athletics de- 
partment will be offering refunds 
to seniors who graduate in De- 
cember. 



Cats should 
be proud 
of season

The 2008-09 K-State basket- 
ball season was quite the roller 
coaster ride, but it was far from a 
disappointment. 

One year removed from the 
short-lived Michael Beasley era, 
nobody was giving the Wildcats 
much credit under second-year 
head coach Frank Martin. When 
the preseason Big 12 coach's poll 
was released, K-State, a fourth- 
place finisher in each of the last 
two seasons, found itself sitting in 
eighth place. 

Things started out smoothly, 
as the Wildcats consistently pum- 
meled various mid-majors en route 
to a 5-0 start. But K-State's inexpe- 
rience was exposed in Las Vegas 
as the young squad dropped two 
straight nailbiters to Kentucky and 
Iowa. Eight days later, the Wild- 
cats lost another close game - this 
time to the Oregon Ducks. 

Five wins later, K-State took 
an 11-3 record - those three loss- 
es by a combined nine points - 
into a matchup with national pow- 
erhouse Oklahoma. After bat- 
tling early, the Wildcats were over- 
powered by Blake Griffin and the 
Sooners. Things didn't get any bet- 
ter as K-State plummeted to an 
0-4 start in Big 12 play. Sudden- 
ly, eighth place was looking like a 
generous prediction. 

However, on Jan. 24, the tides 
began to turn for Martin and his 
squad. The Wildcats dug their way 
out of the conference cellar with 
an overtime win over Colorado. 

K-State continued to throw 
punches, reeling off six straight 
conference wins and soaring back 
into NCAA Tournament conten- 
tion. 

The Wildcats' unexpected pow- 
er surge set the stage for a monster 
Valentine's Day matchup with in- 
state rival Kansas. K-State shred- 
ded the Jayhawks early in the con- 
test, jumping out to a 16-point lead 
in the first half, but costly mistakes 
and late defensive breakdowns 
gave KU the advantage, and ulti- 
mately the win. 

The Wildcats' midseason mag- 
ic seemed to fade away down the 
stretch. They went 4-3 in their re- 
maining contests, but suffered 
costly losses at Missouri and Okla- 
homa State which likely hurt 
their chances for a second straight 
NCAA Tournament appearance. 

Despite coming up short in 
the pair of important contests, In- 
state finished fourth in the confer- 
ence for the third straight year. 

Keep in mind: that's four 
spots higher than the projected 
finish. After a first-round bye, the 
Wildcats found themselves in a 
must-win situation against a Tex- 
as team they had upset earlier in 
the season. Unfortunately, K-State 
couldn't contain Dexter Pittman 
and let another marquee matchup 
get away. 

The Big Dance was out of 
reach, but an NIT bid meant the 
Wildcats's season would live on. 
They appeared to be headed for 
another close loss against Illinois 
State in the first round, but late 
game heroics by Dominique Sut- 
ton and Jacob Pullen extended 
K-State's postseason run, which 
would come to an end after a sec- 
ond-round loss to San Diego State. 

Many doubted Martin's 
coaching ability, saying he rode the 
talent of Beasley and Bill Walker 
throughout the 2007-08 campaign. 
If a road win over a top- 10 pro- 
gram, a No. 4 seed in one of the 
nation's toughest conferences and 
a postseason bid won't silence the 
doubters, then I'm not sure what 
will. 

With more talent on the 
way and a now-seasoned veteran 
squad, the nation could be in for a 
surprise in 2010. Stay tuned.

City commission to vote 
on expansion program April 7

KANSAS STATE COLLEGIAN 

Manhattan City Com- 
missioners approved the 
first reading of an ordinance 
amendment to help pur- 
chase equipment for the Na- 
tional Institute for Strate- 
gic Technology Acquisition 
and Commercialization. A 
final decision is scheduled 
to be made on April 7 Com- 
missioners also voted 5-0 to 
move forward with a proj- 
ect to install a roundabout at 
the intersection of Anderson 
Avenue and Fourth Street. 

NISTAC is a business 
incubator program, which 
allows temporary space for 
start-up businesses in the 
hopes they'll stay in the 
community and contribute 
to the economy with new 
high-wage jobs, according to 
NISTAC officials. 

The NISTAC im- 
provements outlined in 
the amendment would add 
wet-lab space to the facility, 
which is in high demand by 
the bioscience industry. 

Wet labs, according to a 
presentation by assistant city 
manager Lauren Palmer, are 
"for experiments using solu- 
tions, cell cultures, and oth- 
er 'wet' substances requiring 
water, direct ventilation, and 
specialized piped utilities." 

The ordinance is intend- 



ed to contribute $425,000 to- 
ward the $1.45 million need- 
ed to install the wet labs. The 
rest of the money is expect- 
ed to be provided through a 
grant from the Kansas Bio- 
science Authority. 

Commissioner Bob 
Strawn raised concerns that 
the project is not worthy of 
further allocation of tax dol- 
lars beyond the $6 million 
already spent. 

Mayor Mark Hatesohl 
argued in favor of the ad- 
dition, explaining the addi- 
tional money would be in- 
vested in the city-owned fa- 
cility, not NISTAC, which is 
a contractor hired by the city 
to breed businesses. 

Hatesohl said the ordi- 
nance is saving the city mon- 
ey because the project could 
have been completed when 
NISTAC moved into the fa- 
cility at full cost to the city, 
but this ordinance puts only 
30 percent of the burden on 
taxpayers. 

Commissioner Bruce 
Snead said the initial in- 
vestment in the facility is 
wise because the returns will 
eventually be significant. 

"We're in it for the long 
haul," Snead said. "There 
will be successes - there 
have been. There will be 
failures - there have been. 
But we are in it for the long 
haul."

influx of people from K-State, and our 
retail sales have stayed pretty steady." 

The retail demand in the area will 
grow dramatically once construction on 
NBAF begins next year. 

About 1,500 people are expected 
to be employed during the construction 
of the facility, and close to 350 presti- 
gious researchers will work in it once 
construction is completed around 2014. 
Pagen said the payroll at NBAF will be 
about $30 million, which is just a little 
less than the overall USD 383 payroll. 

The Chamber of Commerce esti- 
mates NBAF's economic impact over 20 
years will be between $3 billion to $5 
billion. 

PLANS MOVE FORWARD 

While the Hy-Vee just north of the 
Best Buy on North Fourth Street is ex- 
pected to open by September, the Petco 
and Bed Bath & Beyond are expected to 
open as soon as June, Hilgers said. 

"It's still going to take them a while 
to get the shelves stocked and the per- 



sonnel hired," he said. 

The plans for the south district of 
the redevelopment, which extends south 
from Leavenworth Street and the Man- 
hattan Town Center to Fort Riley Bou- 
levard, have not changed because of the 
economy or the lawsuit, Hilgers said. 
Warren Theatres is still expressing inter- 
est in building a luxury theater in the 
area, Hilton Garden Inn still plans to 
build a hotel, and the city plans to build 
a parking garage, convention center and 
Great Plains Discovery Center in the 
area as well. 

The south-end redevelopment 
will take considerably longer than the 
north, though, because the city must is- 
sue bonds to help pay off a loan it re- 
ceived from Key Bank in Denver to pur- 
chase the land for the south redevelop- 
ment. These bonds have not been issues 
yet and will not be until late this year 
or early next year, city finance director 
Bernie Hayen said. Fortunately for the 
city, though, Key Bank has postponed 
the deadline to pay back the loan from 
June of this year to Dec. 31, 2010, Hay- 
en said.
